This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-8 and 15-21 , drawn to a valve stem. 
Group II, claim(s) 9 and 10, drawn to a single mold method. 
Group III, claim(s) 11-14, drawn to a method using two molds. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the 
apparatus of claim 1 could be formed using a different method such as separately 
molding the elastomeric sleeve then heat sealing or heat welding the fully formed sleeve 
onto the valve stem which will yield the same claimed structure. Additionally, the 
structure of claim 1 can be formed by a method using a single mold as called for in 
claim 9, or a distinctly different method using two molds as called for in claim 1 1 . 
Consequently, since the apparatus of claim 1 can be formed by several different 
methods such as the heat sealing method noted above, or the methods of either claim 9 
or claim 11, there are no single general inventive concepts uniting the method and 
apparatus claims. In regard to the method claims, since one method utilizes only a 
single mold while the other method utilizes two separate molds, the methods are 
separate and distinct with no single general inventive concept.
